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TOWN  JOURNAL 

The  1970  Greenfield  tax  rate  was  $6.40  per  $100.00  ap- 
portioned as  follows:  school,  $4.56;  town,  $1.36;  county,  .48. 
The  1970  tax  rate  was  based  on  the  1969  valuation  because  re- 
appraisal of  town  property  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tax  Com- 
mission was  incomplete  in  December. 

The  second  public  hearing  was  held  January  27  to  con- 
sider proposed  amendments  to  the  zoning  ordinance  in  regard 
to  industrial  areas,  one-acre  lots  and  subdivisions.  The  pro- 
posed amendments  were  approved  at  the  town  meeting.  (See 
report  of  Town  Clerk.) 

The  Greenfield  Improvement  Association  organized  a 
clean-up  day  on  May  9.  Six  dying  maple  trees  which  had  previ- 
ously been  cut  on  the  common  were  sawed  into  shorter  lengths 
and  removed,  the  work  area  raked,  the  driveway  swept  and 
more  painting  done  on  the  cemetery  fence.  A  dinner  was  served 
to  the  workers  at  noon.  Attendance  at  the  clean-up  days  in  the 
last  few  years  has  been  disappointing.  The  Improvement  As- 
sociation contributed  a  new  Post  Office  directional  sign  at  the 
intersection  of  Forest  and  Slip  Roads. 

Memorial  Day  was  observed  on  Sunday,  May  24  with  a 
program  similar  to  that  of  recent  years:  a  parade  in  the  village 
which  consisted  of  veterans,  school  children,  a  color  guard  from 
the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  Bennington,  a  firing  squad 
from  the  Antrim  American  Legion  and  the  Antrim  High  School 
Band.  Appropriate  rites  were  conducted  at  the  cemeteries,  at 
World  War  I  memorial  at  the  Library,  at  World  War  II  memor- 
ial at  the  State  Park  and  at  Otter  Lake,  there,  for  the  Naval 
veterans. 

The  14th  annual  July  4  Whing  Ding  was  again  arranged 
by  the  Recreational  Committee.  The  celebration  stsrted  when 
the  midway  on  the  common  opened  on  the  evening  of  July  3. 
A  dance  in  the  town  hall,  and  the  selection  of  two  queens  follow- 
ed. Events  on  the  Fourth  included  an  all  star  Little  League 
baseball  game,  a  chicken  barbecue,  a  parade  of  48  units,  a  pony 
pull,  an  auction,  a  fashion  show,  a  raffle,  a  jazz  concert,  a  coun- 
try supper,  another  dance  in  the  evening  and  a  huge  display  of 
fireworks.  The  proceeds  were  used,  as  in  previous  years,  for 
support  of  the  Little  League  and  for  other  recreational  pro- 
grams for  the  youth  of  the  town.  Attendance  was  estimated  at 
5,000  during  the  day  and  7,000  for  the  fireworks. 

The  Grange  sponsored  a  medical  self-help  course  which 
was  completed  by  15  participants. 

Three  emergency  shelter  areas  were  inspected  and  stocked 
at  Crotched  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center. 

The  New  Hampshire  Water  Safety  Commission  set  a  speed 
limit  for  power  boats  on  Zephyr  Lake  at  10  miles  per  hour. 

Our  sixth  grade  children  were  sent  to  Peterborough  Ele- 


mentary  School  to  relieve  overcrowding  in  the  Greenfield 
School.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  attended  Junior  High 
School  in  Peterborough  as  in  previous  years.  The  ninth  through 
the  twelfth  grades  attended  the  new  Contoocook  Valley  Con- 
solidated High  School  in  Peterborough.  All  these  schools  are 
members  of  the  Contoocook  Valley  Consolidated  School  Dis- 
trict. The  Contoocook  Valley  Consolidated  School  District  as- 
sumed financial  responsibility  of  the  dental  clinics.  The  Green- 
field School  dental  clinic  had  been  sponsored  by  the  Greenfield 
Woman's  Club  or  by  the  Parent  Teachers  Club  since  1922. 

The  Tri-Town  Kindergarten  was  organized  for  the  children 
of  Greenfield,  Bennington  and  Francestown.  The  kindergarten 
was  conducted  in  Francestown  at  a  nominal  fee  and  transporta- 
tion was  by  car  pool.  Enrollment  was  18  children. 

The  hot  air  furnace  at  the  Library  was  replaced.  Smoke 
damage  from  the  old  furnace  necessitated  redecoration  of  the 
interior  of  the  Library.  In  addition,  wall  to  wall  carpet  was  in- 
stalled in  the  children's  room.  A  flood  light  was  placed  outside 
to  light  the  flag  on  the  Library  grounds. 

A  barn  belonging  to  Charles  Blanchard  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  An  old  log  cabin  belonging  to  Mrs.  Donald  George,  and  a 
small  building  belonging  to  Harvey  Paige  were  burned  by  the 
firemen  as  drills,  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 

Nine-tenths  of  a  mile  of  the  New  Boston  road  was  improved 
to  a  class  five  road. 

A  State  approved  engineering  firm  made  a  superficial  sur- 
vey of  the  sewage  and  drainage  problems  in  the  center  of  the 
village  and  met  with  the  selectmen  to  plan  a  hearing  in  relation 
to  financing  a  "preliminary"  survey  of  the  entire  situation. 

The  Greenfield  Industries'  Laundromat  was  closed  on 
November  30  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollu- 
tion Control  Commission. 

The  Telephone  Company  installed  9500  feet  of  new  under- 
ground cable  to  replace  old  aerial  cable. 

The  selectmen's  rooms  were  redecorated. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Spiller  won  the  grand  prize,  worth 
several  thousand  dollars,  in  the  nation-wide  Christmas  Club 
Sweepstakes. 

Miss  Sherry  Carbee  was  one  of  the  nineteen  members  of 
the  "Random  Concept"  choral  group  of  Keene  State  College  to 
make  a  tour  of  the  United  States  military  bases  in  Europe, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  United  Service  Organization  (U.S.O.). 

The  Greenfield  Woman's  Club  contributed  $100.00  for 
wall  to  wall  carpeting  in  the  children's  room  at  the  Library; 
$250.00  toward  payment  of  a  new  hot  air  furnace  at  the  Li- 
brary; $50.00  to  the  Tri-Town  Kindergarten;  $50.00  to  the 
Monadnock  Community  Visiting  Nurse  Association;  $20.00 
for  the  installation  of  a  flood  light  on  the  flag  on  the  Library 


grounds;  and  camperships  to  two  young  people  to  the  Con- 
servation Camp  of  the  New  Hampshire  Society  for  the  Pre- 
servation of  Forests. 

On  June  9  approximately  25  children  from  Crotched  Moun- 
tain Rehabilitation  Center  participated  in  the  annual  Fishing 
Derby  sponsored  by  the  Sportsman's  Club,  Mrs.  Oscar  Payne 
and  Mr.  Stephen  Payne.  The  Payne's  pond  was  restocked  on 
June  13  and  the  Greenfield  children  were  invited  to  enjoy  the 
fishing.  About  30  town  children  attended. 

Snowmobiling  has  become  a  popular  winter  sport.  A  snow- 
mobile club  was  organized  under  the  name  of  'The  Crotched 
Mountain  Ridge  Runners."  All  area  snowmobile  owners  are 
invited  to  join. 

The  following  young  men  joined  the  armed  forces:  Ken- 
neth Fulton,  Air  Force;  Wayne  Corn  well  and  Jeffrey  Gagnon, 
Army.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Greenfield  on  Tuesday,  the  Ninth  day  of  March,  next  at 
10:30  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjecte: 

The  first  article  of  the  Town  Warrant  will  be  to 
choose  Town  Officers.  The  Polls  will  be  open  at  ten  thirty 
a.m.  and  close  at  six  p.m.  (unless  otherwise  voted  at  the 
meeting).  Recess  until  seven  thirty  p.m.  when  Article  2 
and  remaining  articles  of  the  Warrant  will  be  acted  upon. 

Article  l.-A.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers 
for  the  ensuing  year.  B.  To  vote  on  proposals  submitted 
by  the  Planning  Board. 

Article  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Town  Hall,  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Parks,  Social  Security,  Town  Officers  Salaries, 
Legal  Expenses,  Town  Officer's  Expenses,  Monadnock  Reg- 
ion Association  dues.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,800.00  for  the  care  of  the  Town 
Dump  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
aippropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  Deficiency  Fund  or  take 
any  action    relative  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Greenfield  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  used 
in  the  preparation  of  a  report  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
treatment  facilities,  including  such  land  acquisition,  ease- 
ments, rights-of-way,  surveys  and  borings  as  are  required. 
This  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  not  exceeding 
$5,000.00  in  Serial  Bonds  or  Notes  under  and  in  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act 
(Chapter  33  of  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated 
1955  and  any  amendments  thereto)  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  or  other  legally  authorized  representatives  to

ice for  one  year  with  op'tion  for  renewal  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  Town. 

That  such  Sewer  Oommission  be  composed  as  fol- 
lows: the  Road  Agent,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  three  citi- 
zens of  the  Town  residing  in  the  area  of  proposed  sewer 
system  operation,  and  three  citizens  of  the  Town  residing 
outside  the  area  of  proposed  sewer  system  operation;  and 
that  a  Chairman  be  chosen  froim  among  its  members  by 
the  Sewer  Commission. 

That  such  Sewer  Commisi^ion,  within  sixty  days  of 
its  formation,  be  directed  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  dis- 
interested Registered  Professional  Civil  Engineer  for  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  do'llars  to  make  a  study 
of  the  need,  urgency,  and  extent  of  a  sanitary  sewer 
system  in  the  Town  and  to  make  his  findings  and  recom- 
mendations known  to  the  Commission  w'ithin  one-hun- 
dred twenty  days  of  his  employment. 

That  the  Sewer  Commission  shall  thereupon  act  to 
submit  article  (s)  on  the  Town  Warrant,  which  it  deems 
appropriate,  for  consideration  by  the  next  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 

That  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  to  retain  such  Engineer,  or  to  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  repair  the  cemetery 
fence  on  Bennington  Road,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  30.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

To  the  residents  and  taxpayers  of  Greenfield,  New 
Hampslhire,  I  respectfully  submit  my  first  annual  report 
as  your  Town  Treasurer: 

In  1970  increasing  expenses  and  less  working  capital 
during  part  of  tlie  year  obliged  us  to  borrow  more  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.  For  IQ'SQ,  we  borrowed  $90,000.00 
during  the  year.  In  1970,  however,  we  had  to  borrow  $15,- 
000.00  on  February  5,  and  an  additional  $100,000.00  on 
March  31,  or  a  total  of  $115,000.00  for  the  balance  of  the 
year.  We  therefore  had  to  pay  much  more  interest  for 
these  funds,  due  to  a  much  higher  total  amount,  and,  of 
course,  high  interest  rates.

Assistant  Chief 
Dale  Russell  has  held  training  classes  once  a  month 
throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  this  depart- 
ment and  also  the  Fire  Marshal  Herbert  Whitney  and 
Mutual  Aid  Chief  Robert  Callahan  and  the  citizens  of 
Greenfield  for  the  fine  cooperation  extended  to  the  de- 
partment and  myself  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this 
area,  quiet  in  part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation 
and  favorable  weather  conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused 
by  debris  burning,  children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires 
would  drastically  change  this  picture  -  to  bring  about 
this  change  we  make  the  following  suggestions: 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit 
to  burn  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
This  permit  covers  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incin- 
erator, grass  burning,  as  well  as  garden  trash  and 
brush  burning,  such  burrdng  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion prior  to  9:00  A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M.  with  the 
following  exceptions: 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  permissible  at 
any  time  under  normal  conditions  but  only  with  the 
approval  of  the  District  Chief  and  a  written  permit 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with 
the  complete  cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision 
of  their  children,  keep  matches  out  of  reach  of  children, 
this  action  will  help  to  prevent  fires  and  may  save  a 
life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this  to  your 
child,  won't  you? 
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Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  num- 
ber by  the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of 
matches  and  smoking  maiterial  whether  from  a  ve- 
hicle or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make  sure  that  the  butt 
or  match  you  discard  is  out,  dead  out.  Smokey  says, 
"Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites  you  to  join  with 
him  in  setting  a  good  example  for  others  in  the  preven- 
tion of  fires  and  the  protection  of  our  environment.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

At  the  1970  Town  Meeting  approval  was  given  to 
the  three  proposed  amendments  —  (1)  Minimum  one- 
acre  lots,  (2)  Industrial  areas  with  boundaries,  and  (3) 
Subdivision  Regulations. 
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The  Selectmen  increased  the  Planning  Board  by 
appointment  of  two  additional  members  —  Beverly  Car- 
bee  and  Richard  Metivier. 

In  early  spring  the  State  Water  Supply  and  Pollu- 
tion Control  Commission  descended  upon  the  center  of 
town  with  orders  to  clean  up  the  pollution  there;  and  in 
one  case  a  deadline  was  set.  This  immediately  started  a 
long  series  of  conferences  in  Greenfield,  Concord  and 
Boston,  and  visits  by  three  State-approved  engineering 
firms,  among  which  was  the  firm  of  Howard  Needles, 
Tammen  and  Bergendoff.  The  result  was  a  unanimous 
conclusion  that  the  center  of  Greenfield  faces  a  serious 
problem;  and  the  Board  recommended  to  the  Selectmen 
that  the  problem  be  presented  to  the  voters.  A  public  dis- 
cussion was  planned  for  February.  Later,  the  State  com- 
m:ission  ordered  the  closing  of  the  laundromat. 

A  study  of  Building  Codes  was  tabled  in  May  for  later 
consideration  because  of  the  complex  nature  of  such  a 
code  and  the  pressure  of  the  sewerage  problem.  It  has 
also  been  our  wish  to  include  in  such  a  Code  regulations 
covering  mobile  and  miodular  homes. 

Last  winter  a  course  in  Planning,  conducted  by  St. 
Anselm's  College  in  cooperation  with  Monadnock  Reg- 
ional Association  and  Monadnock  Community  College, 
was  given  in  Peterborough.  It  was  attended  by  several 
members  of  the  Board  and  was  of  great  help  in  teaching 
the  basics  of  good  planning. 

Richard  Corson  donated  to  the  Board  a  supply  of  up- 
dated Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations, 
since  the  State  office  will  no  longer  furnish  them.  A  larg- 
er supply  will  be  needed  before  they  can  be  issued  to  all 
voters. 

Population  surveys  and  census  returns  indicate 
Greenfield  is  in  the  path  of  an  early  population  expan- 
sion, since  it  is  located  in  southern  New  Hampshire,  be- 
tween towns  already  showing  evidence  of  activity  and 
crowding.  Planning,  therefore,  becomes  extremely  im- 
portant if  the  Town  is  to  take  the  growth  in  an  orderly 
manner.

One  new  idea,  that  was  well  received  for  the  affair 
this  year  was  a  pony  pull  with  entries  from  this  state 
plus  out  of  staters.
